Big Tim Murphy, president emeritus 
of the gas house workers’ union, will 
burst in upon Chicago a fortnight from 
today, unattended by the escort of dep- 
uty United States marshals which, it 
had been indicated, would form an im- 
portant part of his entourage. 

After an announcement by federal 
officials yesterday that there will be no 
opposition to Murphy's release from 
Leavenworth penitentiary on March 26, 
and that he will not be taken into cus- 
tody on charges still pending against 
him, plans for a grand reception and 
gala week-end were being made by his 
followers. 

Completes Four Year Term. 

At midnight on March 25 the spec- 
tacular labor leader will have com- 
pleted his sentence for his part in the 
$385,000 Dearborn station mail robbery 
committed April 6, 1921. The time will 
represent the four years’ sentence im- 
posed by former Federal Judge K. M. 
Landis, less good time off at the rate 
of 72 days a year for the period ac- 
tually served. 

District Attorney Edwin A. Olson 
said that he would not ask Murphy’s 
arrest on charges that he also partici- 
pated in the $100,000 mail robbery at 
Pullman, Aug. 20, 1920, for which he 
was indicted before the sensational 
Dearborn station daylight holdup took 
place. 

“Murphy undoubtedly will come to 
Chicago and I anticipate no difficulty 
in summoning him to my office to dis- 
cuss the old charges against him,” Mr. 
Olson said. “I cannot discuss what 
procedure will be followed subsequent 
to the time I call him in.” 

From other federal building sources, 
however, it became knowh that Big 
Tim may be placed under a sort of 
informal probation and may never go 
to trial on the Pullman case. 

The government's prosecution in the 
Pullman robbery would hinge largely 
on the testimony of former Postal In- 
spector William J. Fahy, who is him- 
self serving a 25 year sentence in At- 
lanta for his part in the $2,000,000 
Rondout mail robbery, and the identi- 
fication of two young men who were 
greatly excited boya at the time they 
are said to have pointed out Murphy 
as the man who got the loot. 

The Pullman charge, however, has 
been sufficient automatically to pre- 
vent Murphy from getting «a parole, 
for which he first applied on Sept, 11, 
1924.

The senator 
viewed the body as it lay sprawled on 
the floor. 

“ Y-e-ee-sas, I know that fellow,” he 
said, “ but he don’t belong here. Can't 
just place him.” 

From other witnesses it was learned, 
however, that Senator Van Lent knew 
Flynn well. Later Van Lent admitted 
that he was to have “put Fiynn to 
work in the ward next Thursday.” 

Flynn's wife, Juliette, 30 years old 
and the mother of his two daughters, 
Hazel, 9, and Juliette, 7, said she had 
left her husband well and apparently 
happy just before she started yester- 
day morning for her employment as 
a clerk in a loop store. 

The two bullets that killed him must 
have been fired some time between 
7 a. m. and 2 p. m. yesterday. 


Must Hang for 
Girl’s Marder

was found sane by a jury last evening 
in Judge Marcus Kavanagh's court 
and the original sentence of hanging 
will be carried out on April 16. Cos- 
tello, an eg convict, heard the verdict 
without sign of emotion. 

“If the jury in this case had brought 
in any other kind of a verdict it would 
have been a travesty on justice,” said 
Judge Kavanagh in immediately over- 
ruling a mation for a new trial] made 
by Attorney Jay J. McCarthy. 

“Costello was sane when he rav- 
ished this young girl and was sane at 
the time of his trial. He is getting 
the punishment he deserves for a vic- 
ious crime.” 

Jury Out for Five Hours. 

The jury deliberated nearly five 
hours before finally reaching a conclu- 
sion, although five alienists testified 
that the slayer is sane. Several of the 
jurors were for an insanity verdict de- 
spite the fact that three physicians, 
as impartial court witnesses, declared 
they could find no evidence of insanity. 

In this trial Judge Kavanagh insti- 
tuted a new method in cases in which 
condemned murderers attempt to dodge 
the noose "by a last minute insanity 
plea. At his request the Chicagu 
Medical association appointed an im- 
partial committee of three alienists, 
Drs. Lewis Pollock, Ralph Hamill and- 
Charles Read, all of whom testified 
that they could find no trace of in- 
sanity in the slayer. 

Two Testify Slayer is Insane. 

Drs. Ben Reitman and Clarence Ney- 
mann appeared to testify for Costello. 
They said the slayer told them of see 
ing a huge black cat in his cell steal- 
ing fish and therefore concluded that 
he had delusions. Both testified that 
he was suffering from dementia praecox 
of the paranoid type. Drs. William O, 
Krohn and H. Douglas Singer testified 
for the state that Costello was sane. 

The siayer’s wife and mother were 
in the courtroom when the verdict was 


awakened by the blast. The flames,

Identified as Murderer 
Sentenced in Germany.

VIENNA, Austria, March 11.—Police 
tonight declared that by hig finger 
prints they have identified the Ameri- 
can.who committed suicide in the 
Tivoli Garden, Rome, on Feb. 6, as 
Prof. Carl Haw, formerly of George 
Washington university. If their iden- 
tification is correct, the suicide marks 
a tragic end of a sensational career, 
one which interested both the old and 
new worlds. , 

Carl Haw was born Karl] Hau, in a 
Rhineland village. He changed his 
name when he became professor. of 
Roman law at George Washington uni- 
versity and a leading Washington 
lawyer. 

Prof. Haw was charged with mur- 
dering his mother-in-law, Frau Molitor, 
while on a trip to Baden, Germany. 
After being sentenced to death, the 
kaiser commuted his sentence. After 
fifteen years’ imprisonment, he was 
released. 

Recently the professor had difficul- 
ties with the police over money mat- 
ters. He fied to Italy on a forged pass- 
port, which Rome discovered last Janu- 
ary. After failing to secure a real 
passport. 

The Molitor murder occurred in No- 
vember, 1906. His mother-in-law was 
called on the telephone by a German- 
American voice. When Frau Molitor 
went to meet a supposed postoffice of- 
ficial she was shot from ambush. Prof. 
Haw was arrested in a London hotel. 
Police charged Prof. Haw ‘had re 
turned to Germany because he had 
fallen in love with his wife’s younger 
sister. Frau Molitor did her utmost to 
separate the professor from her daugh- 
ter, and police said the murder was 
committed to get rid of the mother-in- 
law. 

The trial caused a sensation in Ger- 
many and the United States. There 
were riots outside the courtroom while 
Prof. Haw was being tried. Mrs. Haw 
committed suicide in Switzerland dur-

Powerful interests in eastern Canada have shown 
an inclination to obstruct the St. Lawrence project 
They know that our northwest, like their own west, 
is insistent upon the development of the seaway, 
and they conclude that our government will he 
forced to make concessions to Canada to win C4- 
nadian support for the St. Lawrence project, They 
think our country can be induced to bear at least 
half the cost And give Canada more than her share 
of the power developed. Gov. Smith’s proposal 
and the letters of two members of the cabinet 
should serve as a warning. The St. Lawrence 
route is not the only one available, though it is 
now generally favored in this country. The de- 
mand of this region for an outlet to the sea will 
continue to gain strength as it has in recent years. 
Our government may be forced by public opinion 
to build the waterway; and if our government can- 
rot comé to terms with Canada, it may be forced 
to build across New York.

HOW TO FIT SHOES. 

HIS is a very simple sort of story 

about a very simple subject. It is 

a story of the adventures of a 

man who went out to get a pair 
of shoes. He went to a good store— 
one of the best, The stock is good and 
the clerks are well trained. Neverthe- 
less, the man, who knew exactly what 
he wanted, took along with him an old 
shoe. He had on a pair of low quar- 
tered shoes, and, since he was to buy 
high quartered shoes, he went with one 
— high quartered shoe that just suited 

™m. 

When he took his place the clerk re- 
moved his shoé and tried to find the 
size as printed in the lining. It had be- 
come blurred. He measured the custom- 
er’s foot for length and guessed -at the 
width. The customer, being an old bird, 
insisted upon measurement of both the 
old shoes, the one worn and the other 
carried, as to both widtl and length. 


. > 

Equipped with all this information, the 
clerk returned with a shoe that was 
exactly right except as to size. It was 
put on. It seemed*too long and too 
narrow. Tie inclosed foot spoke to that 
effect. The new shoe was put on the 
measuring scale; it, was longer and nar- 
rower than the worn shoes. 

Another pair of shoes was brought out 
and one was put on. It was shorter and 
wider than its predecessor. en re- 
moved and placed on the measuring scale 
it was right as to length, but it was 
too narrow. Again a new pair was 
brought in. One was put on the meas- 
This shoe measured right 
as to both length and width. 

Here was a case’ where, though the 
measure was in hand, it took one extra 
try to get a shoe that was short enough 
and two extra tries to get one that was 
wide enough. Had this customer not 
known what he wanteé@, and had he not 
gone shopping with a sample of just 
what he wanted, he would have had 
to make many tries, and possibly would 
not have got what he wanted, although 
the store had it for sale.

One point is that clerks have been 
taught how to sell long shoes. The fact 
is that they have been overtaught. As 
@ rule, they fit their customers with 
shoes that are too long. It was not al- 
Ways so. On the other hand, they have 
not been taught to fit their customers 
with shoes that are broad enough. If 
a shoe is to be deficient in either of

“it is too narrow a little farther back, 


these dimensions, it is better that the 
deficiency should be in the length. If a 
shoe is too narrow at the tip, ingrow- 
ing toenail is lable to be the result. If 


bunions are liable to result. Of course, 
bony spurs and extra sesamoids are 
very important factors in causing 
bunions. If a shoe is too narrow across 
the ball, the bones are crowded together 
at that point and a variety of troubles 
may result. Among them are bunions, 
calfuses, corns, and broken arches. 
~s- 

All in all, more foot troubles result 
from narrow shoes than from short ones. 
Something should be done to hasten the 
day when shoe clerks are taught that 
lesson. If a shoe is too long, the harm 
done is not of great importance. The 
shoe does slip forward and back, and 
the friction begets corns. The break or 
bend in the sole of the shoe does not 
come at quite the right place when the 
shoe is too long. A little too much pres- 
sure is brought to bear on the top of 
the instep, and that causes a little too 
much pull on the sole at the instep. But 
these are not very important. They are 
not foot ruinmers, while the nafrow shoe 
is just that. 

This is a contribution to the contro- 
versy that wages over who is running 
the human foot—the maker, the seller, 
or the buyer? May the right man win.

There’s to be a different fifteenth 
hole at the Riverside Country club this 
year and, according to James Meehan, 
the professional, it will be one of the 
best birdie holes on the course.

yards, par 6. 

Last year the green of the fifteenth 
made it an unfair hole. The green 
sloped to the side, a slope that ruined 
many a birdie. 


Take Out the Slope. 


A man with a strong tee shot and 
a good long brassie shot would make 
this green in two shots, giving him a 
chance for a birdie if he could sink 
the ball with two putts. But often 
the brassie shot landed on the green 
and then trickled down the side slope 
off the green. The good brassie shot 
might end up no better than a sliced 
brassie shot which did not land on 
the green at all. 

This year the hole—and it will be 
ready for play on May 1—will be a fair 
chapter in Riverside’s eighteen. The 
green will not slope to either side of 
the fairway, but toward the tee. The 
player with a long, straight brassie 
shot will probably see his ball land and 
stick on the green, making the birdies 
easier and the hole fair.
